as “Pak’s palace,” which was 
near Pyongyang in North Korea 
and was staffed by Chinese and 
North Koreans. 

“Many of our flyers were in- 
terrogated there by Soviet per- 
sonnel,” Dr. Mayo said. 


“Extreme Torture.” 


The American delegate said 
we do not yet know the full 
story. He said: 

“The Communists accused at 
least 107 of our captured flyers 
of engaging in bacteriological 
warfare, Of these we know that 
40 refused to sign any confes-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 — A 
reorganization plan for Carthage 
Hydroeol, Inc., which had an 
$18,500,000 Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corp. loan when its presi- 
dent, Guy Gabrielson, was chair- 
fman of the Republican National 
‘Committee, holds the answer to 
what will become of the money 
RFC invested in this enterprise. 

The Carthage Hydrocol plant 
at Brownsville, Tex., has been 
shut down since July, and the 
RFC loan, reduced to $17,500,- 
000, is in default. 


It is estimated that it would 
take another $18,000,000, on top 
of the $49,000,000 already in- 
vested, to enable Carthage Hy- 
drocol to develop fully its proc- 
ess for converting natural gas 
into high octane aviation gaso- 


line. 
RFC Proposal. 

RFC, now in liquidation, has 
proposed the reorganization in 
an effort to salvage its loan, 
which is a first mortgage on 
| properties of the borrower. It 
calls for the stockholders of Car- 
thage Hydrocol, who are also 
owners of some $26,325,000 in 
notes of the company, to sur- 
render their stock and notes to 
RFC. 

RFC is to arrange for the 
liquidation of another $1,100,000 
of unsecured indebtedness of 
Carthage Hydrocol, and would 
then turn the company over to 
a new operator who is prepared 
to spend up to $25,000,000 to 
get the company in operation. 
Name of the proposed new oper- 
|ator has not been officially dis- 
_closed, but it is widely reported 
'to be Standard Oil Co. of Indi- 
‘ana. Under the reorganization, 
Standard Oil would either pay 
off the RFC on assuming con- 
trol, replacing the $17,500,000 
loan with other financing, or re- 
sume payment of principal and 
interest on the loan. 

The principal owners of Car- 
thage Hydrocol are eight large 
companies which furnished the 
original $10,000,000 of capital 
‘when it was formed in 1945.

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VOTE BOARD RENAMED 


Donnelly Renews Executive 
Appointments After Sen- 
ate Fails to Act. 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson 
City Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 27— 
Executive appointments of two 
members of the Kansas City 
Board of Election Commission- 
ers, which were not confirmed 
by the Missouri Senate in the 
special drouth relief session last 
week, were renewed late yester- 
day by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 

The appointees are Joseph B. 
Thompson (Rep.), aw insurance 
company executive, and David 
T. Cavanaugh (Dem.), an at- 
torney both of Kansas City, 
whose appointments were re- 
turned to the Governor by the 
Senate without confirmation, 
after a Senate committee re- 
ported them to the Senate with- 
out any recommendation.

VATICAN ACCEPTS 
PIUS X MIRACLES

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 27 (AP)| 

—Minacles _ proposed for the 
canonization of Pope Pius X 
were approved today by the 
Vatican’s Congregation of Rites. 

This, Vatican sources said, vir- 
tually cleared the way for eleva- | 
tion to sainthood of the humble | 
archbishop of Venice who’ be- 
came known as “Papa Santo”— 
the Pope saint. 

Pope Pius X died on Aug. 20, 
1914, saddened by the outbreak 
of World War I. His beatifica- 
tion took place here June 3, 
1951. He was the first pope in 
279 years to be thus honored. 

In one of the final steps in 
the long process toward saint-— 
hood the Congregation of Rites, | 
one of 12 congregations that | 
govern Catholic church affairs, 
accepted as valid a medical 
commission’s report on two mir- 
acles attributed to the inter- 
vention of the dead Pontiff.

“In the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion,” Brandt said, “we had poli- 
ticians and college professors 
and those who studied govern- 
ment. Now, the bulk of the top 
men and women are business 
people, or military, and they 
have the idea that they can put 
a fait accompli (action already 
taken) before the people and 
thereby stop discussion.”

Hagerty said there has been 
close co-operation with a com- 
mittee of newspaper publishers 
and editors and with people 
in government to “get this 
straightened out and to stop 
what I believe has been a great 
deal of misuse of classified ma- 
terial.” 

Brandt said classification of 
documents has given reporters 
little trouble—that what he was 
talking about “is access to of- 
ficials, so that they can be ques- 
tioned about their actions.” 

Brandt said there should be 
freer access to information, more 
official press conferences, more 
subjecting of officials to ques- 
tioning by the press. 

Brandt said the late President 
Roosevelt and his Cabinet real- 
ized the press was an instrument 
of public policy, but that the 
present Administration seems to 
be afraid of newspaper men, 
doesn’t trust them, and doesn't 
appreciate their responsibility to 
the public. 

Hagerty Disagrees. 

“Tt can’t disagree more,” Hag- 
erty declared. 

The President’s press chief 
said he had seen no indication 
of fear or distrust, and thought 
it was “just the opposite.” 

Hagerty agreed with William 
Lawrence of the New York 
Times that the press conference, 

articularly the White House 

ess conference, has become an 
“important institution of gov- 
ernment.” 

“Why,” Lawrence asked, “does 
the President have so few press 
conferences?” 

Hagerty said there have been 
17 of them and that works out 
to about two a month after al- 
lowing for presidential vacation 
time. Whenever possible, he 
said, the White House adheres 
to a program of one a week. 

Panelist Lawrence Spivak put 
in that President Roosevelt held 
80 press conferences in his first 
year in office. But, said Hag- 
erty, Roosevelt’s conferences av- 
eraged 15 minutes, President 
Truman’s 17 minutes, and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's average half 
an hour. 

Spivak: “Is that good or bad?” 

Hagerty: “I think it is good. 
...I1 think a longer press con- 
ference allows more people to 
ask questions. It leads to a 
greater exchange of inforr-ation 
between the President and the 
press, which is what I think a 
press conference should be.” 

Spivak: “Isn’t it true that at 
some of those press conferences 
the President has used the time 
to outline things long before he 
started questioning?” 

Hagerty, “Oh, yes, and every 
time he has done so he has given 
you a very first-class story. He 
has used a ‘no comment’ once.” 

President ‘Still Not Clear.’ 

Brandt: “The President does 
talk at great lengths on almost 
any subject. That is all to the 
good, but he is still not clear. 
There has been any number of 
times when there has been ques-

Needed: Commuter Service 
To the Editor of he Post-Dispatch: 

If it were possible to develop an 
economically sound commuter sched- 
ule on the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
serving Kirkwood, Webster Groves, 
Glendale, etc., it would take many 
autos off the streets. 

At present there is but one com- 
-muter train that leaves: Kirkwood 
at the early hours of 7:15 a.m., ar- 
-riving at Union Station at 7:57. The 
addition of one more train leaving 
Kirkwood at, say, 8:10 and arriving 
sat Union Station at approximately 
8:50 should accommodate a large 
group of people whose work starts 
at 9:00 or 9:15 a.m. 

* ™ * 

It would be even better if the rail- 
roads could arrange to bring their 
trains in via the tunnel to Eighth and 
‘Olive. Union station is an incon- 
-venient terminal for the commuter. 

In the evening the present single 
“commuter train leaves Union Station 
‘at 5:25 and arrives in Kirkwood at 

6:05. Here again, the addition of a 
train to leave at 5:50 and arrive.in 
Kirkwood at 6:30 would accommo- 
‘date a large number of people. 

There are many advantages to us- 

‘ing public rail transpcrtation rather 
-than driving one’s own car. In the 
‘first place, there would be a finan- 
cial saving of between $250 and $500 
‘annually. : 
' $econd, the time used in commut- 
ting could be more gainfully used 
than in sitting at the wheel of an 
automobile. 

Third, the wear and tear on one’s 
nerves would be eliminated. 

* Fourth, many families wotld need 
‘only one car instead of two—a fur- 
‘ther financial saving of considerable 
“consequence.

I am not familiar with the proced- 
ures used by raliroads to determine 
commuter demand. But it does seem, 
| from casual conversations I have had 
, with many people, that an improve- 
* ment in our rail commuter schedules 
’ such’ as indicated above, would 
i meet with hearty approval. 

Expensive additional equipment 
should not be necessary since many 
communities throughout the country 
are serviced by two-car gasoline- 
driven equipment.

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Frustrations at Panmunjom 


Panmunjom is becoming a synonym for delay 
and frustration. First it was the scene of the 
weary Korean truce negotiations. Now it offers 
the breakdown in the prisoner repatriation talks. 
And it may also bring forth a patience-straining 
delay of the political conference which should 
be held under the truce terms. 

Most immediately annoying is the deadlock of 
the Neutral Repatriation Commission, With the 
Indians, Swedes and Swiss on one side and the 
Czechs and Poles on the other, the commission 
cannot agree on the wording of a letter urging 
Chinese and North Korean prisoners to listen 
to the Communists who would have them change 
their minds and come home. 

The truce, of course, entitles both sides to 
make such pleas. It also guarantees that no 
prisoner shall be repatriated against his will. 
But the refusal of former Communist soldiers 
has taken such an organized form that the 
United Nations Command in Korea already has 
been accused of having a hand in it. 

This notion is being played up by the Reds for 
all they can squeeze out of it. And together with 
the South Koreans’ hostile attitude to the Indian 
custodial troops, it may yet cause unexpected 
trouble. As one American correspondeht re- 
ports, the Indians are being sniped at from both 
sides even though their conduct has been excel- 
lent, and Gen. Thimayya insists: 


We are indifferent to whether prisoners 
go north or south. We are not here to influ- 
ence them, only to make certain that indi- 
vidual decisions are made under terms laid 
down before we entered the picture. 


That the prisoners should now be pawns In a 
new political game is almost as tragic as their 
earlier involvement in the fighting. That India 
should be put in the way of becoming an ag- 
grieved third party is a new danger. The United 
Nations command certainly shoukK) avoid any im- 
pediments to a procedure which it accepted as 
part of the peace-making in the Far East. 

That the Communists can give almost limit- 
less provocation for departure from such a 
course of cool correctness is indicated by their 
demand that neutrals, especially India, be in- 
cluded in the political conference. Arthur Dean, 
speaking for the United Nations, still hopes the 
conference can be started by Nov, 23. 

The decision against Indian participation was 
made weeks ago by the U.N. in New York, so 
the point is not one for Mr. Dean to discuss. 
But the North Koreans and the Chinese were 
not in New York, so they probably feel free to 
go through every phase of an argument previ- 
ously decided. But why? 

The Communists seem in no hurry for a set- 
tlement, especially now that the fighting has 
been stopped. Apparently they are willing to 
use these preliminary talks—and perhaps the 
political conference itself—for more propagan- 
da-loaded talk. 

Maybe endless talk has become a habit into 
which everybody falls. at Panmunjom. But it is 
a dangerous habit, always carrying with it the 
threat, near or far, of a resumption of hostili- 
ties. Panmunjom really should be a demonstra- 
tion that aggression, whether by bullets or 
words, does not pay, and that reason must be 
the order of the day. 
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New Science at Purdue 

Those boilermakers over at Purdue play an 
odd brand of football. Three years ago when 
they were doing more or less indifferently, they 
went up to South Bend and knocked off Notre 
Dame. It was the first defeat the Irish had 
suffered in years. This year, up to Saturday 
Purdue's engineers had laid out a record of four 
losses—to Missouri, Duke, Notre Dame and 
Wisconsin. With Michigan State coming up, all 
the experts said it would be five defeats in a 
row. But the boys from West Lafayette held the 
Spartans scoreless for three quarters and then 
to show it could be done put over a winning 
touchdown in the final period. Having won, 
they didn't even bother about scoring the extra 
point. How about adding a degree in the science 
of ending winning streaks? Purdue could teach a 
bangup course in that kind of engineering! 
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Alibi From Chairman Hall ‘ 


G.O.P. National Chairman Leonard W. Hall 
told the audience of “‘Meet the Press” that there 
are “too many” Democrats in policy-making 
posts in the Federal Government. Hinting that 
it may require legislative action to force them 
out, Mr. Hall laid some of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s troubles to these unco-operative 
Democrats who are-gumming up the works. In- 
deed he tried to put over the notion that they 
amount to guerrilla fighters who are sabotaging 
things behind the lines. 

Those of ‘us who know too little. about this 
wish Mr. Hall would idéntify some of the hold- 
overs who are guilty of these tactics. We would 
like to know an instance or two of how they 
have thwarted what Secretary Wilson or Secre- 
tary Humphrey or Secretary Dulles or Secretary 
Benson wanted to do. Until something more than 
generalities is forthcoming, many citizens will 
write off the Hall squawk as so much pre-cam- 
paign oratory. é 
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Next Door to Disaster 

If Gov. Donnelly were suddenly told that.the 
funds available for state government were to be 
cut by 25 per cent, and that every state service 
would therefore have to be shrunk to three- 
fourths of its present scale, he would be con- 
cerned, He would stir himself. He would see to 
it that such a drastic cutback of state govern- 
ment did not take place. 

The heads of St. Louis city departments have 
been instructed by Mayor Tucker to prepare 
budgets that will provide for just such a 25 pef 
cent cutback of vital municipal services. The 
budgets will go into effect next spring if Gov. 
Donnelly fails to summon a special session of 
the Legislature, or if the Legislature being sum- 
moned fails to authorize extension of the St. 
Louis earnings tax. | 

A 25 per cent reduction in city budgets would 
be next door to disaster, as it would be for the 
budgets of virtually any governmental unit. 
President Eisenhower heads an economy Ad- 
ministration, but he has cut current expenditures 
only 5 per cent, and authorizations for future 
expenditure only 10 per cent. — 

Many of the‘city’s services are already at 
rock-bottom level by comparison with the city’s 
needs. To take just one example, the zoning 
ordinance of 1950, so vital to orderly growth 
and the struggle against spreading blight, is 
being slowly eaten away, in part because there 
are not enough inspectors and prosecutors to 
enforce it vigorously. When the city faces a 25 
per cent budget cut, it faces a reduction of its 
functions below an already inadequate minimum. 

Extension of the earnings tax is indispensable 
to the city’s welfare. When the tentative budgets 
have been prepared on the basis of a 25 per 


cent cut in personnel and operations, it should 
be clear to‘all just why that is so, We trust that 
the demonstration will convince Gov. Donnelly 
and the Legislature that St. Louis should be 
given the authority to extend the tax. 
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From the Ajax to the Zip 


Among the things that are gone are the days 
when the automobile dealer could sit back and 
let the business come to him. The waiting list 
of prospective buyers is no more. The dealer 
who, soon after the war, could get more than 
the list price and often did now is likely to find 
it necessary to reduce his profit to make a sale. 

The heavy competition is among the so-called 
Big Three—Ford, General Motors and Chrysler. 
But also involved are the “independents”—Stu- 
debaker, Nash, Packard and Hudson. It works 
this way: the big companies push cars on their 
dealers. The dealers for the big companies push 
sales in their communities so strongly as to af- 
fect the business of the independents. No less a 
figure than Paul Hoffman of Studebaker has 
sounded the warning that reckless pressure may 
demoralize the market and threaten small deal- 
ers. 

Few industries have had more to do with the 
making of modern America and yet few have 
histories so full of disappointed hopes and 
financial failures. There survive today barely 20 
automobile names and these are produced by 
hardly more than a half dozen companies. Gen- 
erl Motors produces Chevrolet, Pontiac, Olds- 
mobile, Buick and Cadillac. Chrysler manufac- 
tures Plymouth, Dodge, DeSoto and Chrysler. 
Ford makes the Ford, Mercury and Lincoln. 
Thus three companies account for more than 
half the surviving brands of automobiles and a 
much larger proportion of the cars sold. 

Yet over the years more than 2000 different 
cars have been produced at one time or another. 
Larry Freeman's book, “The Merry Old Mo- 
biles,” published in 1949 by Century House, 


Watkins Glen, N.Y., contains a roll call of 


American automobiles manufactured between 
1895 and 1950. The list, which runs to something 
like 2265, is fascinating reading. 

High on the list alphabetically was the Acme 


which was born in 1903 and died in 1911, an. 


eight-year wonder. Down in the Bs we find the 
Ben Hur (1908-1917) and Briscoe (1914-1921), 
and the Bugmobile, whose entire life span was 
in 1907. Three times cars tried to make a go of 
it with the name Champion: first in 1902, again 
1909-10 and 1919-26. The Comet flashed across 
the motor world’s sky from 1917-23. The Dorris 
covered a span of 20 years (1906-26), the Duryea 
almost as long (1895-1914). And so on. through 
the hundreds and hundreds that lived a while 
and expired somewhere along the highway of 
time: the Durant, Elcar, Elgin, Flint, Golden 
Eagle, Harvard, Hupmobile, Kankakee, Klink, 
Locomobile, Marmon, Maytag, Napoleon, Over- 
land, Paige, Pullman, Quick, Reo, Roamer, Stan- 
ley, Stutz, Waterloo, Whippett, Wizard, York 
and Zip. 

If the Zip is hard to place, its years were 
1913-14. The moral of the story is that the great 
automobile industry, which has transformed 
American life in many ways, is also a grave- 
yard of ventures in business enterprise. Many 
of the trailblazers lost their shirts while others 
made great fortunes. All this is by way of saying 
that the automobile business is one to watch 
these days. The stakes are large and the pres- 
sures great. 


A Decision Toward Deciding 

The Supreme Court's action in the offshore- 
oil dispute is merely preliminary. Four states 
and three federal officials are directed to reply 
to Alabama’s challenge of the 1953 submerged 
lands act. On the basis of the replies the Su- 
preme Court will decide whether to allow Ala- 
bama to file suit contesting the act of Congress. 

The right of a state to bring suit in this issue 
has been questioned by Attorney General 
Brownell. He has asked the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Washington to dismiss a suit filed 
by Arkansas, on the grounds that a state has no 
right to sue the United States without the con- 
sent of Congress. 

A decision by the Supreme Court to let Ala- 
bama file suit would apparently settle the point 
raised by the Attorney General in the case of 
Arkansas. Chief Justice Warren properly took 
no part in the order. As Governor of California 
he advocated passage of the act which is now in 
dispute, and he would have been a proposed de- 
fendant in the Alabama petition if he had not 
gone from the Governorship to the court. 
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Not Too Great a Problem 

Jack Steele; New York Herald Tribune Wash- 
ington correspondent, writes that a real prob- 
lem on committee assignments results from the 
fact that Ohio’s new Senator, Thomas A. Burke, 
is a Democrat. Most Senate Committees are now 
divided eight Republicans to seven Democrats. 
But when Senator Burke goes on two commit- 
tees and two Republicans come off to make 
room for him the division on those committees 
will be eight Democrats to seven Republicans, 
with the chairman still a Republican. This is 
what worries Correspondent Steele. 

Our guess is that Senator Burke can be 
trusted. If no effort is to be made to take the 
official party leadership in the Senate away 
from the Republicans, it seems unlikely that the 
successor to Senator .Taft will go out to upset 
the applecart on the two relatively unimportant 
committees to which a freshman, will—in all 
probality—be assigned.

The police-spon- 
sored shows have provided the children with 
something that is more fun than destroying 
property. 

The Crime Prevention Division has been get- 
ting ready for this year’s operation for the last 
two months. Business firms and individuals 
donate the refreshments and the city’s leading 
entertainers give freely of their services. But 
with some 18,000 youngsters to be suitably 
stuffed with refreshments and entertained in 
style, the planning alone is a tremendous job, 
to say nothing of cleaning up afterwards. 

So here’s to 11 men and five women. And may 
they be swamped with ghosts and witches and 
miscellaneous apparitions emitting the happy 
laughter that will be their only tangible reward 
@me next Saturday night. Their “treat” will 
avoid a thousand “tricks.”

Wisconsin’s New Congressman

Little-known Democrat who upset G.O.P. suddenly found he 
need not apologize for his party; refused to trim on McCarthy, 
Bricker amendment, foreign trade issues; attributes his elec- 
tion solely to farm unrest, sees backing for Brannan plan.

Republicans have been looking hard 
for a plausible alibi to the surprise vic- 
tory of a Democratic candidate for the 
House of Representatives in Wiscon- 
sin’s rural Ninth Congressional District, 
but have found none. The plain fact is 
that Wisconsin farmers were angry 
about falling farm prices; they blamed 
the Administration, justly or unjustly, 
arid registered their protests at the 
polls. 

As a result, Lester R. Johnson, an 
obscure Democrat from Black River 
Falls, turned in a thumping win over 
State Senator Ar- 
thur L. Padrutt, his 
much better-known 
Republican oppo- 
nent, in a district 
that never before 
has sent a Demo- 
crat to Congress. 

Johnson had held 
only one public of- 
fice — district at- 
torney of a small 
county — whereas 
Padrutt had repre- 
sented the two most 
populous counties 
of the district in 
the legislature for 
13 years. Johnson had little money and 
practically no organization. He posted 
his own signs on telegraph poles and in 
taverns as he made the rounds of the 
district to shake hands and pass out 
campaign biotters. 


Johnson and Padrutt saw the omens 
at the same time, about two weeks be- 
fore the election. In Johnson’s case, the 
light broke when he discovered that it 
was no longer necessary for him to 
apologize for being a Democrat, when 
he asked a woman in a Barron county 
crossroads tavern whether there were 
any Democrats around there. “Demo- 
crats!” she said. “There ain’t no Re- 
publicans around here any more.” e 


Farmers Are “Good and Mad” 


Padrutt’s confidence was shaken on 
a tour of his own county, Chippewa. 
Most people he talked to were his 
friends, but they told him the truth: 
the farmers were angry. But they all 
said that they probably weren’t angry 
enough to vote for a Democrat, and 
Padrutt believed it. 

The returng showed that they had 
voted Democratic everywhere. In one 
rural town that always had turned in a 
G.O.P. majority the vote was Johnson, 
167, Padrutt, 27.

Johnson was finding more and more 
farmers and farm implement dealers 
who said they had voted for Eisenhow- 
er but who now talked bitterly of 
“Eisenhower's depression,” who cursed 
Ezra T. Benson and said “the Repub- 
licans are out to bust us again.” 


Seldom has an election centered about 
a single issue as muvth as this one did. 
Personality differences between the 
two candidates were negligible; each had 
a number of friends and few enemies. 
Each had a solid record as a La Follette 
Progressive in this stronghold of the 
La Follettes. 


An Advocate of World Trade 


Johnson's distinguishing traits are 
hard work, sincerity and blunt honesty. 
When he became a Democrat, he ac- 
cepted Democratic tenets, and he made 
no secret of them in the campaign. 
Even in personal campaigning, when no 
one is the wiser if the candidate suits 
his words to the voter’s views, Johnson 
refused to trim. 

When asked about Senator McCar- 
thy, he said that he thought McCarthy 
was “no good.” When advised that 
he could pick up votes by indorsing the 
Bricker amendment, he denounced the 
amendment. When a merchant told him 
he rather liked the idea of a sales tax, 
Johnson said: “Don’t vote for me, then.” 

A farmer asked him what he would 
do about farm prices. “I'd vote to keep 
up the subsidies,” said Johnson. and 
the farmer winced at the word. “What 
about all these importations?” asked 
the farmer. “That’s the trouble... . ” 


“I’m a Democrat,” said Johnson. “Our 
party is in favor of world trade. We 
can’t put up tariffs and expect to sell 
our things in other countries.” 

This does not mean that the voters 
of the Ninth District, traditionally iso- 
lationist, universally approved these 
views. What it does mean is that the 
farmers of this district, When financial- 
ly involved, considered economic issues 
more important than foreign policy. 
This was the situation in 1948, when 
President Truman won in the Ninth 
District, carrying the same counties by 
almost exactly the same margins as 


Johnson ran up. 
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To help clarify the meaning of 
the Republican upset in Wisconsin's 
October 13 special election, the New 
Republic addresséd some questions 
to the Democratic victor, Lester 
Johnson.

A; Farmers want, as a minimum, 
a continuation of the present support 
law, Many believe that a more per- 
manent long-range program along the 
lines of the Brannan Plan should 
become national pelicy. My own feel- 
ing, which I told farmers and con- 
sumers during the cam 
some such program is needed. 

Q: How do Wisconsin farmers feel 
about McCarthyism? ~* 

A: McCarthyism was not an issue 
in the campaign. When people asked 
me how I stood on him I told them 
frankly that I was opposed to him. 
Some of his tactics were used in the 
last days of the campaign when my 
opponent went on the air to attack

Between Book Ends 


Enthusiasm Vast and Varied 


UNTIL VICTORY, by Louise Hall Tharp. (Little, 
Brown and Co., 347 pgs., $5.) 


Mrs. Tharp’s earliest books, written 
to entertain her young sons, were tales 
of some of the adventurous souls who 
helped colonize North America. When 
her sons became older, she turned to 
more formal biography. A year or 80 
ago she produced her popular “The 
Peabody Sisters of Salem.” It was 
while engaged in this work that she 
became interested in Horace Mann, 
husband of Mary, second of the three 
Peabody sisters. 

Horace Mann, born in a small New 
England village, attended Brown Uni- 
versity and Litch- 


field, the first 
American law 
school. After four 


years as a lawyer 
in Dedham, Mass., 
he was sent to the 
state legislature, 
where he was to 
serve terms in both 
houses. 

He was a man of 
many interests and 
vast enthusiasms; 
scarcely was he 
sworn into office 
before he began a 
campaign to free 
the penniless insane from jails and 
build for them a hospital as good as 
the already famous Hartford Retreat, 
founded in Connecticut in 1824. He 
was just as much interested in Massa- 
chusetts’s first railroad. But he found 
his life’s interest in education and was 
persuaded to become the first secretary 
of the State Board of Education in 
Massachusetts.

“He was like one taking holy orders,” 
writes Mrs. Tharp. “He renounced the 
world. Other great causes had en- 
kindled his enthusiasm before, but 
never like this.” 


It is for his accomplishments for 
the next and succeeding generations 
that Horace Mann is honored today, He 
established at Lexington the first nor- 
mal school for teachers in the United 
States. Establishment of school libra- 
ries was also a great achievement—this 
in the day when Harvard College could 
boast of only 50,0090 voiumes. Mann 
founded the “Common School Journal,” 
for 10 years was its editor and chief 
contributor. He sacrificed his chance of 
becoming national Secretary of Educa- 
tion by throwing himself wholehearted- 
ly into the anti-slavery struggle.

Not one of these achievements was 
easy, and Mann had his personal b- 
lems. His first marriage was idyllic 
but short-lived; his wife died after lit- 
tle more than a year of their life to- 
gether. He was called “irresistible to 
women,” but he delayed a second mar- 
riage for 11 years: His last 16 years 
were spent with Mary Peabody Mann. 


Mrs. Tharp brings her subjects very 
much alive. Readers will remember 
Horace Mann as more than a nine- 
teenth-century educator who became the 
first president of Antioch College. He 
enjoyed his personal pleasures as much 
as any man, but before them he invar- 
lably placed the universal rights and 
petveieges for which he fought. Mrs.

Prower w MORE IMPORTANT than how far President Eisen- 


at least for the immediate future, is how much he will have 
to say about what is done by Congress in its pre-election session 


beginning in January. 


~ short, unless the Adminis- 
tration has a record to submit 
to the voters it may not matter 
how much the President, him- 
self, takes part 
in the 1954 Con- 
gressional elec- 
tion campaign. 
That record 
must be made 
largely in Con- 
gress. The rec- 
ord still is to 
for 
most part, 
for the Admin- 
istration came #7 
out of the 
Fighty - third Eisenhower 
Congress’s first session with a 
rather skimpy performance. If 
a substantial record is to be 
made, then the President must 
exercise considerably more 
leadership than in the last ses- 
sion—at least that is the general 
opinion here. 


Election in Mind. 


For the major splits and con- 
troversies over the issues with 
which the President will ask the 
next session to deal are within 
his own pafty—national defense, 
foreign aid, foreign trade and 
tariff, farm legislation, social 
security expansion, taxes, budget 
balancing, among others. 

It will require both firmness 
and finesse to pull his party to- 
gether for a satisfactory solution 
of those and other issues. The 
task of leadership will be com- 
plicated by the fact that the 
coming session will be an elec- 
tion-year session. 

It is usual in such sessions for 
every member up for re-election 
—and that means the whole 
House and a third of the Senate 
—to think of every decision and 
every vote in terms of its effect 
on his election contest so near 
at hand. 
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Divided Powers Theory. 


That makes members very 
susceptible to the current whim- 
sies of the voters, makes them | 
timorous rather than bold about | 
controversial issues of which the | 
coming session will present. 
many, and makes them, there- | 
fore, cautious about meeting 
problems head-on and prone to | 
put off and postpone settlement | 
of as many as possible. All of | 
that contributes to indecision, | 
vacillation and inaction. | 

This combination of circum- | 
stances gives point to the ques- 
tion the President’s well-wishers 
are asking these days: 

“Is he really going to assert 
his leadership?” 

They have been disappointed 
by reports’ from recent visitors 
to the White House that the 
President still gives the impres- 
sion he will hold back from any 
strong assertion of himself, that 
he intends to try to work with 
Congress co-operatively, on a 
partnership basis. In short, he 
still sticks to his long-held view 
that ours is, and must be, a gov- 
ernment of divided powers. 

That was his procedure with 


Congress last session—co-opera- 
tion and kindness. It was not 
entirely successful. As a matter 
of fact, Congress began to take 
the bit under the loose reins. 
For the President that meant 
the assertion of authority by the 
wing of his party, chiefly from 
the Midwest, which occupies a 
majority of the key posts and 
which has previously given him 
the least co-operation. 


During the recess, this ele- 
ment has given evidence of de- 
siring to take over and dom- 
inate the Government from the 
Capitol. 


Attack on Benson. 


What has brought this whole 
subject to the fore now, many 
weeks ahead of the convening 
of Congress, is the anxiety 
among the wing of the party 
most loyal to the President, 
largely Eastern and Far West- 
ern, over ther ising farm rebel- 
lion which itself, is centered in 
the Midwest. It is represented 
in Congress by those who are 
inclined to challenge the Eisen- 
hower leadership. 

Seldom has there been so 
vigorous an assault upon “a Cab- 
inet officer so early in an Ad- 
ministration as that now concen- 
trated upon Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson. 

Nor, in fact, rarely have there 
been so insistent demands from 
the party in power, across 50 
wide a front, privately and pub- 
licly, upon its President to 
cashier one of his selected corps 
of advisers and. policy-makers. 


Could Lose Congress. 


Such rebellion is ‘contagious. 
The more it spreads, the more 
it strengthens the group which 
began it, in this case that same 
Midwest group, powerful in 
Congress, which has showed it- 
self less responsive to the Pres- 
ident. 

Here, too, is found the hard 
core of critics of the President's 
aims in other fields—foreign 
trade and tariff, national de- 


fense and foreign aid appropria- | 


tions, economy, taxes and so On. 

This faction draws 
strength from the fact that, if 
the farmers whom they repre- 
sent are not satisfied, then the 
Administration may lose Con- 
gress in next year’s election. 
That would be a severe blow to 
the President, but an even mor 
severe one to his party, for it 


‘would cast doubts upon its abil- | 


ity to stay in power, 

Added up, the situation re- 
volving about the farmer and 
Ezra Taft Benson may become, 
itself, a challenge to the Presi- 
dent’s control of his Ad:ninistra- 
tidn, If he accepts it as such 
and stands firmly behind his 
secretary, as he has so far, to 
prevent other inroads upon his 
power, then this may well be- 
come the test between him and 
the Midwestern oligarchy in 
Congress. 

Sometimes the test of leader- 
ship comes in unexpected ways.

Post-Dispatch Calls Deleting 
Channels 4.and 11 Against 
Public Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
— The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
said today it does not want to 
see its television station KSD- 
TV continue to have a complete 
monopoly on the very high fre- 
quency commercial listening 
audience in St. Louis. 

The Pulitzer Publishing Co., 
publisher of the Post-Dispatch, 
made its statement to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion in reply to a proposal by 
Broadcast House Inc., that VHF 
channel assignments 4 and 11 
be deleted from St. Louis, and 


substituted. 

Broadcast House is the owner 
of UHF Station KSTM-TV, on 
Channel 36. It has notified the 
commission that if its channel 
proposals are rejected, it wants 
to apply for Channel 11, for 
we four applications are on 
file. 

For commercial operations, St. 
Louis has VHF Channels 4, 5 
and 11. KSD-TV has long occu- 
pied Channel 5 and there is 
multiple competition for the 
other two VHF channels. 

KSD-TV told the commission 
that it is the only VHF station 
in St. Louis and until recently 
was the only station of any kind 
there. 

The station said that there 
are now more than 530,000 tele- 
vision receivers in its range, and 
only a small percentage of them 
are equipped for UHF reception. 

“If the petition of Broadcast 
House (concerning VHF dele- 
tions) should be granted, Pulit- 
zer Publishing Co. would be in 
the unenviable position of com- 
pletely monopolizing access to 
the VHF available audience in 
the St. Louis area and the de- 
velopment: of competition would 
berendered extremely difficult,” 
the Pulitzer Co. said. “This 
would be distinctly contrary to 
the public interest.” 

There is one other VHF as- 
signment in St. Louis, Channel 
9, but it is reserved for educa- 
tional . use.

District Policy on Con- 
tracts to Be Brought 

- in Line With That of 
U.S., Mitchell Says. 


The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Di 
Special Dispatch. — 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—The 
District of Columbia will in- 
clude anti-discrimination clauses 
in future contracts, thus bring- 
ing the district government's 
policy in line with that of the 
Federal Government, Secretary 
of Labor James P. Mitchell an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The action was taken at the 
suggestion of a subcommittee 
of the President's Committee on 
Government Contracts. 


Mitchell discussed the decision 
et a joint press conference with 
Samuel Spencer, president of 
the District of Columbia Board 
of Commissioners. - 


Spencer made public a letter 
to Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who is chairman of the 
President’s committee, notifying 
him that the anti-discrimination 
clause would go into effect 
Nov. 1 

Identical with the clause used 
in federal contracts the new 
district provision requires that 
in performance of work under 
a contract the contractor must 
agree not to discriminate against 
any employe or applicant for 
employment because of race, 
color, creed or national] origin. 
With certain exceptions the con- 
tractor must agree to write simi- 
lar terms into subcontracts. 


Spencer said contracts total- 
ing about $30,000,000 annually 
would be affected. It will apply 
as new contracts are negotiated. 
Existing contracts will not be 
renegotiated. He said that steps 
are now under consideration to 
eliminate racial discrimination 
in Washington in fields other 
than employment. It exists, for 
example, as segregation in var- 
ious institutions and the public 
schoo] system. What the nature 
of these steps were he did not 
say. 

The clause specifies no penal- 
ties for violation, and Spencer 
declined to say whether con- 
tracts would be terminated if 
there were infractions. No par- 
ticular channel has been set up 
for complaints, but he said, the 
corporation counsel would look 
into charges of violations and 
where there were infractions the 
district government would seek 
to have them eliminated. 


5000 MORE TO BE HIRED 
~ BY M’DONNELL AIRCRAFT 


McDonnell Aircraft Corp., 
which at present employs about 
12,000 persons, will increase this 
gradually by about 5000 “start- 
ing in the near future,” J. S. 
McDonnell, president, announced 
yesterday. On Sept. 11 it was 
announced that because of pro- 
duction changeovers the payroll 
would be reduced by 2100, which 
at that time was 14,100. 

McDonnell did not indicate 
when rehiring of production em- 
ployes would start. The firm 
has cohtinued to hire new work- 
ers in special categories while 
lying off production line em- 
ployes. McDonnell said no addi- 
tional layoffs are contemplated 
at present. 

At the end of the first quarter 
of its present fiscal year, on 
Sept. 30, the company had a 
backlog of $465,236,641, com- 
pared with $364,782,464 at a 
similar period last year, McDon- 
nell said. Earnings for the first 
three months of the current 
fiscal year totaled $1,102,749 
after provision for taxes, he said, 
compared with $904,262 for the 
first quarter of the 1952 fiscal 
year. 


FIVE GUIANA PARTY CHIEFS 
TO BE HELD INDEFINITELY 


GEORGETOWN, British 
Guiana, Oct. 27 (AP)—The Lon- 
don-appointed Governor of this 
British colony announced today 
the indefinite detention of five 
leaders of the leftist People’s 
Progressive party. An official 
statement said their activities 
constituted a threat to public 
safety and order. 

The action was taken under 
the emergency powers granted 
Gov. Sir Alfred Savage early this 
month when Britain suspended 
the colony’s six-month-old con- 
stitution and ousted six P.P.P. 
ministers, charging them with 
plotting to turn British Guiana 
into a Communist state.

Master Sgt. Clarence B. Covington Says 
Red Captors Painted Gloomy 


of U.S. 


A St. Louis Negro three 
times wounded in Korea, Master 
Sgt. Clarence B. Covington, re- 
enlisted in the Army ‘here yes- 
terday with scornful comments 
about Chinese Reds who held 
him captive for 33 months. 

“How could they tell me any- 
thing about the United States?” 
he inquired when asked about 
Communist propaganda efforts. 
“I’ve lived here all my life.” 


Sgt. Covington, now home 
with his wife and two children 
at 786 Aubert avenue, said the 
Reds subjected him and his fel- 
low. captives to an unending 
course of indoctrination, paint- 
ing a gloomy picture of condi- 
tions in this country. 

“But we're the best fighting 
power in the world, and they 
knew it,” the smiling, neatly- 
uniformed soldier declared. 
They have nothing to offer over 
there. Why would anybody want 
to stay?” 

32 Years Old. 

Covington, 32 years old, was 
first sergeant of C Company, 
Twenty-fourth Infantry Regi- 
ment, when Red Chinese sur- 
rounded the unit near Kuni-ri 
Nov. 27, 1950. His company in- 
cluded about 15 per cent white 
troops, the remainder Negro, and 
the two fought well together, the 
St. Louisan recalled. 

It was‘at the time of the un- 
successful Allied push toward 
the Yalu river. In the previous 
July, the month he got to Ko- 
rea, Covington had caught a 
mortar fragment in the left 
knee and was in a hospital for 


two months. He was wounded 
twice again in the 24 hours be- 
fore capture, in the back and 
both legs. 

“I had fallen in the river 
three times,” he said. Weakened 
by loss of blood and what turned 
out to be pneumonia, the ser- 
geant managed to survive the 
long, cold-weather trek to a 
prison camp on the Yalu. The 
food was two bowls of millet or 
cracked corn a day. Prisoners 
died of malnutrition. 

Played Chess. 

Even so, Covington related, 
the prisoners’ fare was not much 
worse than that of their Red 
guards. He whiled away the 
time playing chess with a lieu- 
tenant colonel from Birming- 
ham, Ala. Because of air raids 
and: other interruptions, they 
finished only three games, of 
which the St. Louisan won two. 

“I'd say we had a stalemate,” 
Covington remarked. 

The enlistment yesterday, for 
a six-year period, was his fourth 
since entering service in 1941. 
In World War II, he served in 
Europe with an Engineer con- 
struction regiment and was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant. 

Sgt. Covington expressed pride 
in the fact he is a regular army 
man, a career soldier. He said 
he had never seen any friction 
between white and Negro troops 
serving together in the army’s 
integrated program. 

“In combat,” he asserted, “my 
experience has been that men 
forget about what race they are. 
They think about winning.”

U.S. TO BORROW 2 BILLIONS 
TO RUN UNTIL JANUARY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
—The Treasury will borrow two 
billion dollars this week to fi- 
nance the Government through 
the enti of the year, plshing to 
within its last thin half billion 
dollars of borrowing authority. 


Nevertheless, a spokesman 
said, the Treasury expects to get 
by at least until January under 
the 275-billion-dollar debt limit 
which Congress refused to raise 
lagt summer. 

The official indicated, how- 
ever, that Congress would prob- 
ably be asked again next session 
to raise the debt ceiling. Last 
summer, the Treasury asked for 
a new ceiling of 290 billion dol- 
lars. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey announced the new 
borrowing late yesterday. He 
said in a statement that two bil- 
lion dollars of seven-year and 10- 
month bonds, to be dated Nov. 
9, will go on sale tomorrow and 
that they would pay 2% per cent 
annual interest.

FARM NET INCOME 
FORECAST BILLION 
LOWER THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
—Prospects are that the nation’s 
farmers will wind up 1953 with 
a total net income one billion 
dollars under that of 1952, the 
Agriculture Department said 
today. e 

It estimated the farmer’s net 
income for the year at 1212 
billion dollars, 7 per cent below 
last year. 

The gross farm income of 
farmers for 1953, the depart- 
ment said in a report reviewing 
the situation, is about 4 per cent 
under 1952, but total production 
expenses are down about 2 per 
cent, thus leaving the farmers a 
net loss of about a billion dollars 
from last year. 

For next year, the department 
said, the realized net income 
should, hold at the 1953 level. 
Gross income may be a trifle 
lower in 1954 than in 1953, said 
the report, but probably this will 
be offset by some further reduc- 
tion in expenses. 


2 HUNGARIAN REFUGEES HURT 
BY MINE FLEEING TO WEST 


VIENNA, Oct. 27 (AP) — The 
Russians in Austria have per- 
mitted two Hungarian refugees 
from Communism to pass un- 
molested through the Soviet 
Zone of Austria to the safety of 
the British Zone. 

Austrian police in the Soviet 
Zone said today the two, 24- 
year-old Laszlo Marothy and his 
wife, Elisabeth, were injured 
Sunday while crossing the Iron 
Curtain between Hungary and 
the Soviet Zone town of Jak. 
A mine exploded and blew off 
Marothy’s right- foot. His wife 
was injured by flying fragments. 

After the Russians learned of 
the escape and the couples’ in- 
juries, they permitted Austrian 
authorities to take them to a 
hospital in Graz in the British 
Zone.

Accounting Firm Submits 
Report, Says Sothe Records 
Are Not Available. 


The shortage of city funds in 
Pine Lawn is at least $45,137, 
it was reported last night by 
the city’s Board of Alderinen 
after it received an audit from 
the accounting firm of Ernst & 
Ernst. 


A preliminary report made 
last August had indicated the 
discrepancy to be about $34,000. 
Former City Clerk Gilbert Auty 
has been charged in a warrant 
with embezzling $11,200 of the 
city funds. 


It was pointed out by the 
auditors in their report that 
“since certain records were not 
available for examination, the 
report does not necessarily in- 
clude all irregularities which 
may have existed.” The audit 
covers the period from 1947 
through June 1953. 


At a later meeting of the 
board, a detailed breakdown of 
where the shortages occurred 
will be made public, it was re- 
ported. City officials now are 
studying the auditors’ report 
with the hope of recovering some 
of the missing funds, Alderman 
J.°-W. Glynn said. 

The auditor’s report and all 
other information relating to 
the discrepancy will be turned 
over to the Prosecuting Attorney 
for possible presentation to the 
St. Louis county grand jury, it 
was reported. 

Auty, who had been city clerk 
since the community's incor- 
poration in 1947, was arrested 
last Aug. 27. He was released 
on $5000 bond. 


POSTAL SERVICE 
PLANS REGIONAL | 
OFFICE TRYOUT 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27 
(AP)—The first step in a far- 
reaching move to decentralize 
the Post Office Department by 
setting up 15 regional offices 
was disclosed here yesterday 
by Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Norman A. Abrams. 


After speaking in a general 
way of the new policy to the 
National Association of Post- 
masters, Abrams told reporters 
that the first regional office— 
for Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky 
—will be started on a “trial 
balloon” basis at Cincinnati 
Nov. 23. The region will have 
nine districts. 


“If it works out well—and we 
expect it to—we hope to estab- 
lish about 15 such regional of- 
fices across the country, each 
with its own responsibility for 
their budgets and personnel,” 
he said. “It should be a won- 
derful opportunity: for career 
people to go up the promotion 
ladder.” 


AIRLINE WITHDRAWS REQUEST 
FOR ST. LOUIS-TULSA ROUTE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—Cen- 
tral Airlines Inc., withdrew its 
application for permission to 
operate an air route with a 
series of stops between Tulsa, 
Okla., and St. Louis yesterday at 
a hearing before the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board on the applica- 
tion of Ozark Air Lines, Inc., of 
St. Louis for renewal of its 
operating certificate. An offi- 
cer of Central had testified 
earlier that its application was 
predicated on denial of a por- 
tion of Ozark’s petition, which 
seeks a route expansion. 


Also at yesterday’s session, J. 
Ray Brummett,. president of 
Baca Airlines, asked the CAB to 
grant an operating certificate 
for service between Kansas City, 
Columbia, Jefferson City and St. 
Louis. He contended the com- 
pany would not compete with 
Ozark, although duplicating one 
of. its proposed routes, explain- 
ing that it would not offer the 
same type of service. 

He said it appears that even 
when the Jefferson City airport 
expansion is completed there 
will be no regular air service 
there. He said Baca wants cer- 
tificated airline status so it can 
carry mail and express on a non- 
subsidized basis, make adequate 
arrangements for airport ramp 
and ticket counter space and use 
inter-line air ticketing facilities. 


SAYS U.S, PUBLIC IS WELL 
INFORMED ON ATOM AFFAIRS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP) 
—Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
said yesterday that the public 
has been pretty well informed 
up to now about much of the na- 
tion’s atomic affairs. 

“Whether and when more can 
be said—officially—about atomic 
weapons is a matter to be de- 
cided by the President rather 
than by the individual members 
of his team,” Strauss told a con- 
vention of the Radio-Television 
News Directors Association.

ISOLATIONISM SAD

Goes ‘Against Grain’ of 
God’s Will, Bishop 
Declares. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 27 (AP)— 
Isolationism goes “against the 
grain” of God’s will, a keynote 
speaker today told 400 Christian 
leaders gathered to appraise 
United States foreign policy. 

The declaration was part of 
the keynote message in which 
Episcopal Bishop Angus Dun of 
Washington, D.C., summarized 
views of a special inter-church 
commission. 


He said the Christian faith 
provides no “clear-cut blue- 
prints” to solve world problems, 
but “it does remind us that we 
are placed in an order of moral 
interdependence by God.” 


He added, “. . . we go against 
the grain of His order when 
we turn our backs on the world 
community or are tempted to 
use other people instead of serv- 
ing them.” 


The address was prepared for 
Christian laymen and clergy- 
men, picked by 30 denomina- 
tions to study world issues fac- 
ing America—with the Bible as 
a yardstick. 


Bishop Dun said “powerful 
forces” seek toleadthis country 
into “withdrawal and more ex- 
clusively nationalist policies” or 
to “compel co-operation by use 
of our economic power.” 

He criticized “political dem- 
agoguery which in the name of 
‘Americanism’ seeks to exploit 
fear, foment suspicion, by-pass 
due process of law and stifle 
differences of opinion.” 

The same thesis was voiced 
yesterday by other delegates in 
the opening stages of the week- 
long National Conference on the 
Churches and World Order. 

They condemned what they 
called attempts to silence pas- 
tors on social questions, and to 
inhibit churches from interpret- 
ing the Christian message as 
they see it. 

The conference here, includ- 
ing representatives of Protestant 
and Eastern Orthodox churches, 
is sponsored by the National 
Council of Churches of Christ 
and several other interdenomi- 
national organizations.

Speaks Up 


Memories of a Tranquil Home 
~ By Adele Starbird 


"VE been trying all my life to write this column. I can't 
| cet it down on paper; it always turns into an inventory, 

and I tear it up in despair. If I could only make just 
one other person, anybody, see the house that I see! The 
low, vine-covered house 
where as a very small 
child I spent days of in- 
effable happiness. 

It was not my home; 
I was taken there from 
time to time to visit two 
old relatives, Sanders Pat- 
terson and his wife Pris- 
cilla. Sometimes my moth- 
er took me, more often it 
was my grandmother. 

There was peace in 
that house, a tranquillity 
so deep that it seemed like 
a spell, or a charm. Phys- 
ically, the house was mere- 
ly two log cabins with a 
narrow hallway between; 
one served as a living 
room; the other was a 
guest room. At the far end 
of the living room was a 
porch partially inclosed 
with l@tice. To one side of the porch was a tiny kitchen. 
A grape arbor was built against the back of the house. 
Everything was whitewashed inside and out. The floors were 
covered with rag carpet laid over straw which creaked 
a little under footsteps.

MY: FATHER used to tell me that I was mistaken 
about the size of the living room, that logs were never 
cut as long as I imagined that room to be. There were 
two windows on each side, with a fireplace between the 
front windows, and a door at each end. To the right of 
the hall door stood a high bed, to the left was the linen 
press. Walnut hutches flanked the door leading to the 
porch; they held the dishes, the cookie jar, and a marvelous 
green camphor bottle which could cure every childish ill. 

A drop-leaf table was pushed against the back wall 
when not in use. There were high-backed rockers with 
white tidies, and small straight chairs. 

In the evening we sat around the hearth and roasted 
apples. The firelight played mysteriously over white walls 
and rich dark furniture, and the grown-up talk played 
mysteriously over my mind. Then the white-bearded old 
man would get down on all fours and growl and pursue 
me until I was shrieking with terror and delight, and my 
mother would say that was enough, the child was getting 
too excited, and would carry me off to bed.

Child and Divorce

6 ‘H OW do you go about telling a young child that there 
is going to be a divorce in the family?” This is a 
more common question than many of you might 

like to think. According to recent statistics, about one in 

three marriages in our country ends in divorce. In a large 
percentage of these marriages there are children—and these 
children, of course, have to be told. 

Some of the best advice which we have ever read on 
this topic is given by J. Louise Despert, M.D., in her just 
published book, “Children of Divorce” (Doubleday). 

Here, as in other tricky areas, she tells us it is not so 
much what you say as how you say it which is important. 
Certainly it is important to tell the truth. (Though some- 
times you do not have to tell all the truth all at once.) 
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BUT MORE IMPORTANT than telling the exact factual 
truth is telling it in a reasonably calm and accepting man- 
ner. If your child feels that this is something that you 
yourself have accepted and adjusted to, there is a good 
chance that he may be able to accept and adjust to it also. 

If, on the ofher hand, you give the necessary informa- 
tion in a tearful or otherwise emotionally upset manner, he 
will inevitably be even more disturbed than he otherwise 
would be. 

Most important of all, Dr. Despert feels, is to avoid 
laying blame on the parent-who has left. Emotionally satis- 
fying as it might be to you at the moment, it is important 
to avoid the natural temptation to picture the absent parent 
as wicked and erring and to try to win the child over to 
your “side” in the matter. 

Further, Dr. Despert warns, it is important not to hold 
out false hopes to the child. Until things are really decided 
for certain, it might be best to postpone a definitive talk 
with your child. But once the prospect of divorce has be- 
come a certainty, it is better to present it as such and not 
to hold out false hopes to the child that perhaps, after all, 
daddy (or mummy) will come back after a while.

WHEN SHOULD YOU HAVE this talk? 

The exact day or moment of the day will, of course, be 
determined by many small factors, special to your particular 
case. But, in general, the sooner the better probably—once 
you are certain that divorce is evitable. 

As Dr. Despert points out, most parents do not hide 
things from their children as well as they may think they 
are doing, If your marriage has been unhappy enough to 
end in divorce, it is quite certain that even a very young 
child will be aware that things have not been right. He may 
then be much relieved, rather than being made more un- 
happy, to know just what is going to happen.

I TOOK the night train from 
Syracuse for Chicago ‘and was 
met there in the morning by a 
group of people with many 
plans. First I was to have a 
press conference, then I was to 
attend a luncheon. Incidentally, 
the luncheon given by Mrs. Car- 
penter in her apartment was 
memorable not only because of 
the very interesting women, all 
of whom I hope are going to 
work to spread _ information 
about the U.N., but because of 
the wonderful view of the lake. 
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AFTER LUNCH we drove to 
a suburb of Chicago where Mrs.

Dee Boeckmann’s Busy Time in Japan 


St. Louisan Served as Field Director for Service Clubs, Taught Japanese About Sports 
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DOLORES (DEE). BOECKMANN ... SHE GOT A KICK OUT OF 
TEACHING THE JAPANESE TO SMILE.

Boeckmann of St. Louis easily qualified for the “‘V.1.P.” treat- 


\ S a former Olympic team member and coach, Dolores (Dee) 


ment from sports-minded Japanese during her recently com- 
pleted five-year stay in the Far East. But Dee got a much bigger 
kick out of teaching the sober-faced Orientals to smile. 


This was just a sideline as- 
signment, however. Daughter 
of Mrs. Martin Boeckmann and 
sister of Edward Boeckmann, 
3450 Lucas and Hunt road, whom 
she is visiting, Dee left here in 
1948 as a civilian with the armed 
forces. She first was staff di- 
rector of service clubs and when 
the armed services were consoli- 
dated-in the Orient she became 
Far East Staff Service Club 
Field Director, a job she'll be 
returning to early in December. 

Between those two assign- 
ments, she was loaned to the 
Supreme Command Allied Pow- 
ers in Tokyo and until the out- 
break of the Korean war gave 
much of her time to lecturing 
on health, sports and recreation 
to Japanese students. 

With military blessing, she 
coached the women’s team en- 
tered in the Asian No gg 
Games in New Delhi, India, 
1951. It was a familiar rr 
ment for the former Olympic 
participant and her proteges 
took first in every contest, plus 
either a second or third, for all- 
time top honors. 

“For 10 days I worked with 
the girls from 7 in the morning 
until 9 or 10 at night,” she said. 
“I tried to teach them table 
manners, how to meet people, 
how to walk, how to dress, what 
to take with them. They had 
never been out of their country 
and they didn’t know how to act. 

“I always told them to ‘smile, 
smile, smile.’ You know, the 
Japanese never smiled before 
the war, but since Americans 
have been there, they have 
learned to smile a little. You 
should have seen those girls 
turn on the charm at the Asian 
Olympic Games and everyone 
Was crazy about them.” 

Dee learned to understand 
Japanese during her five-year 
stay but seldom spoke the lan- 
guage and usually worked 
through an interpreter. 

“When I went down to Pearl 
Islands to train the team, the in- 
terpreter happened to be gone, 
and none of the girls could 
speak or understand English,” 
she recalled. “The interpreter 
arrived later and we were able 
to go ahead with the training, 
but meanwhile I had to visit the 
kitchen and try to make them 
understand what I wanted to 
eat. Finally, we settled on a 
diet of boiled eggs, tangerines 
and tea for breakfast, two lob- 
sters, rice and tea for lunch and 
the same thing for dinner. After 
10 days of eating four lobsters 
+ day I couldn’t ‘face another 
one.’ 

But in spite of the communi- 
cations problems, the training 
went speedily, thanks to the na- 
tive Japanese love for athletics 
and exercise. 

“They love sports,” she said. 
“You would find 50,000 specta- 
tors at the finals, in a high 
school baseball league, and 100,- 

at a single professional 
game. 


“If you’re connected with 
sports, as I always have been, 
you're next to the Emperor. 
They really give you the ‘V.1.P.’ 
treatment. At the lunch hour, 
the roof of every office building 
would be crowded with men and 
women playing volley ball or 
throwing a baseball to each 
other. They have a half-hour at 
noon and everyone takes exer- 
cise then. They have so much 
energy they have to wear it off 
some way. 

“You don’t find many over- 
weight people in Japan because 
of all that exercise, except the 
Sumo wrestlers, who try to build 
themselves up.” 
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EE had heard about the 
famed wrestlers, but it still 
came as something of a 
shock when she watched one 
drink an entire 24-bottle case of 
soft drinks without stopping.

can soft drinks, I set a case out 
on the counter by one of the 
men, a wrestler who weighed 
320 pounds. He drank one, then 
a second one. I didn’t think too 
much about it until he had 
downed the third one. I wanted 
to stop him because the case 
was supposed to be for the en- 
tire team, but a sergeant wanted 
to see how much he could drink 
so he offered to pay for the 


case. 

“He didn’t stop until he had 
finished all 24 bottles, and be- 
lieve me, when I brought out 
the next case, I made sure they 
knew it was for all of them.” 

In her lectures to students, 
Dee talked to atidiences ranging 
all the way from 2300 to 10,000.

Grant- 
ing that condition, what loser 
could there be? From North’s 
point of view, the jump diamond 
rebid strongly suggested at 
least a six-card suit, and if that 
was so, South would scarcely 
have so many cards in hearts 
and clubs that North’s strength 
in those suits would be inade- 
quate. (Observe that even the 
fact of South’s having only five 
diamonds did not destroy this 
premise.) 


Thus, it would seem that the 
simple, direction question asked 
by the four notrump bid was the 
proper question to put to South.
